For years travelers in Java have 
told of a “death valley” on the 
slopes of the volcano of Tattgkoban 
Praho.

The Java valley, says Dr E. Free, 
seems to deserve its name, for in¬ 
conspicuous vents in its bottom have 
been discovered by the chemists to 
be discharging not only carbon 
dioxide gas, which displaces the oxy¬ 
gen of the air and might suffocate 
the unwary, but also a still deadlier 
poison, hydrogen sulphide gas. 
This compound is the evil-smelling 
gas given off by rotten eggs. In the 
small traces set from such decaying 
substances, or as used in equally 
small amounts in chemical laborato¬ 
ries, the gas is not seriously danger¬ 
ous. Analyses made in Java'sdeadly 
valley show, however,.as much as 
10 percent of this gaseous poison in 
the air—enough to poison any crea¬ 
ture that breathes it for more than a 
few seconds .—Pathfinder Magazine.
